Citations and explanations 

Document 1 (JP 2000-234576 A (Yanmar Diesel Engine 
Co., Ltd.)) and document 2 (JP 2001-349262 A (Yanmar 
Diesel Engine Co., Ltd.)) cited in the international 
search report define the general state of the art in the 
technical field in question. Therein, said documents 
disclose fuel injection pumps that are equipped with a 
low-temperature starting mechanism which advances the fuel 
injection timing during operation at low temperatures by 
using a piston to open and close an overflow s\ab-port that 
has been provided to the pl\inger barrel. 

Document 3 (JP 2000-234529 A (Yanmar Diesel Engine 
Co., Ltd.)) cited in the international search report 
defines the general state of the art in the technical 
field in question. Therein, said document discloses a fuel 
injection pump which corrects the correlation value for 
the amoxint of fuel leakage and the effective stroke of the 
plunger of the fuel injection pump, as appropriate, by 
subjecting the amount of fuel that leaks from the sub-port 
to mapping control and combining said mapping control with 
the mapping control for regulating the amount of fuel that 
is injected by the electronic governor. 

Document 4 (jp 2001-355541 A (Mitsubishi Heavy Ind. 
Co., Ltd.)) cited in the international search report 
defines the general state of the art in the technical 
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field in question. Therein, said document discloses a fuel 
injection pump which prevents the injection of excess fuel 
when starting the engine by limiting the movement of the 
control rack. 

However, a fuel injection pump that is equipped with 
a low- temperature starting mechanism, wherein the governor 
implements low- temperature fuel injection control in order 
to reduce the amount of fuel that is injected when 
starting at low temperatures, is not disclosed or 
suggested in any of documents 1-4. 
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
